Confidence men have vic¬ 
timized tlie elderly for years 
with door-to-door “spec! a 1 
offers” and “free prizes,” 
taking millions of dollars in 
exchange for overpr iced 
magazine subscriptions, in¬ 
ferior liousewarcs and often 
nothing at all. 

In recent years, unethical 
insurance salesmen have 
made the elderly a primr> 
target, often selling them 
policies they don’t need and 
on occasion pocketing money 
paid for premiums. 

As with any legitimate 
business, most insraran c e 
agents are respectable, .hon¬ 
est professicnals. Some, 
however, take advantage of 
an older person’s fear of ill- 

Aliens Welfare 
To Be Reviewed 

Supervisor Schabarum has 
a-sked for a careful review 
of a court ruling affecting 
welfare payments to illegal 
aliens, observing a legal 
battle may be necessary to 
avoid a miulti-million dol¬ 
lar drain on the county 
treasury.

He says payment of bene¬ 
fits to just those person.s 
who withdrew W'elfare ap¬ 
plications when informed 
they would be questionod by 
the Immigration and Natur¬ 
alization Service would cost 
$6 million a year. 

The decision, if it stands, 
would limit the question.s 
W’elfare workers coiuld ask 
on the legal pre.sence In this 
countiy of the applicant.

The Department of Insiur- 
ance does not handle crim¬ 
inal cases, however, and an 
agent who dellbcr a t e 1 y 
makes misstatements of fact 
to cell a policy is cxjmmit- 
ting n crime.

Co. Increase 

The California Public Uti¬ 
lities Cf.-mmis.sion has grant¬ 
ed Southern California Ga.s 
Company authority to in¬ 
crease rates $5,383,271 a 
year to support its gas ex¬ 
ploration and development 
(GEDA) program during 
1975. 

Thf' money w’ill support 15 
GEDA projects previously 
approved by the PUC. 

SfjCal Gas was seeking 
$7,797,271, including $2,414,- 
000 in ,under-collections on 
14 GEDA projects. 

The PUC said, however, 
that tire undcr-collcctions 
were due to SoCal’s failure 
to make timely filings and 
that the difference should 
not be passed along to cus¬ 
tomers at this late date.

Buyers should 
never sign a blank appli¬ 
cation or fill out only part 
of a form. 

They sh,auld keep in mind 
that most of them only need 
one policy beside their Medi¬ 
care coverage. Most Medu- 
eae supplement policies cov¬ 
er hospital and doctor bills. 

Other things to be wary 
of when buying insurance 
include: 

— Agents who suggest re¬ 
placing older health .policies 
with new ones: 

— Failure to leave a re¬ 
ceipt for a new policy pnem- 
ium indicating all the 
necessaiy' data about the 
policy: 

— evidence that a ptdicy 
has been tom or altered in 
any way: 

— Denial of a health in- 
.surance claim it the policy¬ 
holder thinks he or she is 
covered in that area: 

— Agents who try to con¬ 
vince tlie buyer to purchase 
several policies, often with¬ 
out time to examine all the 
conditions. 

The best advice of all — 
and' the easiest to remem¬ 
ber — simply do not sign' 
anything you haven’t fully 
read or don’t entirely under¬ 
stand.

There’s also the threat of 
fraud. 'Heavy new gold trad¬ 
ing could set off a, wave of 
counterfeiting and- “fool’s 
gold” schemes. Gold can be 
easily molded over or mixed 
with cheaper metals. 

“Be wary of unsolicited 
corre.spondence, calls from 
strangers, promises of spec- 
tactrlar profits and pressure 
to make hurried decisions,” 
the report warns. Instead, 
deal only with a local firm 
or a financial institution of 
excellent reputation. Even 
gold' in sealed packages 
bearing the insignia of re¬ 
putable dealers can bring 
grief if there’s an unknown 
intermediary in the sale, for 
the insignia can be easily 
forged. 

Storage of gold can atso 
be a problem. Gold can be 
easily stolen. Moreover, it 
can be readily transformed 
and only painstak i n g 1 y 
traced. Theft of even small 
amounts can wipe out any 
gains and can moan hcav>' 
financial loss. So stora.ge 
must bo secure. Insurance

The return on the sale of 
gold is uncertain, too.

“The less you buy, 
the greater the drawbacks 
of gold as an investment,” 
the report declares. If you 
buy less than 50 ounces at 
S180 an ounce, for example, 
the nrice must increase to 
$225' or- $240 in order to 
cover all costs of buying 
and selling. 

There are other factors to 
di.scourage small or casual 
purchasers. The gold price 
trend is “luncertain, compli¬ 
cated and volatile,” the re¬ 
port points out. The re.ijort 
attributes the reeent rise in 
the gold price to specula¬ 
tive buying. The price can 
go down just as quickly as 
it went up.. 

Other distant factors far 
beyond your control also af¬ 
fect the market price. Some 
of these are market changes 
abroad, industrial demand, 
the level of hoarding, the 
size of unmined reserves, 
and the influences of the 
major gold producing na¬ 
tions. Ninety per cent of 
gold production is concen¬ 
trated in South Africa, the 
Soviet Union, Canada and 
the future supply of gold is 
vulnerable to adverse poli¬ 
tical and economic develop¬ 
ments in any of these coun¬ 
tries. 

In i.ssuing its report, Bank 
of America‘said it does not 
intend to buy or sell gold 
or art as a gold dealer for 
the public. 

For customers who want 
' to order gold bullion 
through the bank’s com¬ 
munity offices, the bank 
said it will act as a trans¬ 
action agent between the 
customer and the dealer of 
the customer’s choice.

I refused 
to do so on most occasions, 
but others in my unit did 
such private legal resen rch, 
sometimes for high-ranking 
Sheriff’s officers — upon the 
directions of those superiors.” 

Both Mr. Cooper and Mr. 
Kozel wore disturbed by 
those directives, and Mr. 
Kozel kept a very complete 
daily log of tlie legal le- 
scaroh he did while with 
the Department. His log 
.show's examples of legal re¬ 
search w^rk that does not 
apjiear to be connected wdth 
regular Sheriff’s Department 
matters. We are iprepared to 
turn over copies of this diary 
to the Grand Jury. 

Mr. Cooper and Mr. K<jzel 
asked repeatedly to be 
transferred from the Legal 
.Research section bcause of 
thir distaste for some of the 
things they were asked to 
do. According to their signed 
-Statements, the final inci¬ 
dent came in April, 1972, 
when tliey were asked to 
research some insurance 
questions that they did not 
believe to be departmental 
business. 

Mr. Kozel states: 

“On April 6, 1972, I was 
in charge of the Legal Sec¬ 
tion and was ordered by 
Captain Hanke and l.t.

You Can't See Mono 

Q. — What makes the 
best loader steel or mono¬ 
filament? (J. A., Sierra Ma- 
dre) 

A. — Monofilament i s 
best. The manufactur e r s 
still have not figured a way 
to make steel invisible and 
non shiny. Mono, even very 
thick, is relatively hand' to 
spot in the water. 

Q. — I am planning to 
buy a travel trailer and I 
often hear the %vords "self- 
contained”; what does it 
mean? (J. D., Sierra Madre) 

A. — A “self-contained” 
trailer has all the basic 
comforts of home without 
outside services — electrical, 
plumbing and sewer con¬ 
nections. 

. A self - contained unit 
could be a motor home, a 
camper or a trailer. It might 
have an electric generator or 
use storage batteries for 
electric juice. It would have 
a water tank with a pres¬ 
sure water system and a hot 
water heater. It would have 
a holding tank for sewage. 
There would be cooking 
facilities, heating and re¬ 
frigeration. There are vari¬ 
ations, of course, hut gen¬ 
erally a self-contained unit 
is not deijendent upon faci¬ 
lities available in a typical 
trailer park. 

Distxibute the Load 

Q. — How should the 
weight be distributed when 
you are loading a travel 
trailer? (R. T. H., Sleera

A. — Keep it as light as 
possible and maintain the 
spc-cified load on the hitch.

The monthly intake of the 
reclamation center is 4 ..t 
tons of paper, 2.5 tons of 
glass and 50 pounds of 
aluminum. 

‘"The groups receive the 
proceeds derived from the 
center except $10 for in¬ 
surance and advertising,” 
says Metzer. 

TTie center takes glass 
with rings and caps re¬ 
moved, aluminum, and any 
kind of paper except maga¬ 
zines.

Q. — What ever happened 
, to the rtve tier stock mar- 
. ket? A year ago there was 
a lot in the newspapers 
I about it, hut I haven’t seen 
I anythin.g now for a long 
time. 

A. — The two tire market 
referred to tlio fact that a 
; group of les5 than 70 top 
quality growth companies 
wore being bought by many 
institutions in preference to 
Ihe great mass of other cor¬ 
porations who.se stock is on 
the market. That concentra¬ 
tion of institutional buying 
had pushed the prices of 
thf>sc .stocks up to all time 
highs wh.ilo the great ma.s,s 
of stocks weie selling at 
much lower prices. The two 
tiers were that small group 
of in.stitutional favorites and- 
the -balance of tlie stock 
market. 

My guc.ss as to what hap¬ 
pened is that the institu 
tions Who were buying those 
stocks both on their own 
and a.q a re.sult of publicity 
ihat developed on the sub¬ 
ject, suddenly realized two 
things: (H Tiiey were prei 
ty much buying and selling 
Ihixse .stcK-ks to one another, 
and (2) they had bid tho 
prices of tho.se stocks up far 
beyond what they were like¬ 
ly to be worth even five 
yeai-^, in tlio future. As they 
quit buying those high - 
priced stocks from one an¬ 
other, the prices of the 
stocks decUnod precipitous¬ 
ly- 

We still have a two tier 


market, and probably al¬ 
ways will have i.n the sense 
that there is a select group 
of companies which, •because 
of a combination of super¬ 
ior management and other 
advantages, are more pro¬ 
fitable and have better pros¬ 
pects for future growth than 
the bulk of our industry. Be- 
caiuse ),oople want those 
stocks moie, they wilt al¬ 
ways pay more for them. 
What has happened in the 
past year is that our institu¬ 
tions suddenly realized how 
tar overboard they had gone 
in paying ridiculaus prices 
for those stocks. Tire end of 
their buying helped drop the 
price of those stock.-:. iMo.st 
of those favorites, ihowevet, 
still .sell at relatively highev 
prices than the market in 
general. Tire two tiers still 
exist, but the top tier is at 
a much lower level. < 

Q. — I would like to in¬ 
vest in a good chemical 
company. Woaild you recom¬ 
mend one to mo? 

A. — We don’t recommend 
specific stocks and think it’s 
important that you yourself 
understand any stock that 
you consider investing , in. 
As a starter. I’m sending 
you a copy of the Decem¬ 
ber issue of “Better Invest¬ 
ing” which has a story by 
a cxrlumnist on American 
Cynamid (Wo’ll send any 
reader a copy who writes 
and requests it.). You’ll also 
find references in that is¬ 
sue to other chemical com- 
lia.nie such as W. R. Grace, 
Union Carbide, International 


Minerals and Chemicals, Air 
Products and Detrex Chemi¬ 
cal. 

Q. — You had an article 
in “Better Investing Maga¬ 
zine” that sakl- American 
Smelting and Refining Com¬ 
pany was a gc'od stock to 
.study as an investment. I 
live near one of their re¬ 
fineries, and it is a terrible 
polluter. How can a com¬ 
pany that has a plant that 
creates a lot c»f pollution 
possibly be a -good invert- 
ment? 

A. — You are absolutely 
right when you assume that 
it is going to co.st companies 
a lot of money to clean up 
production facilities that 
create a lot of pollution. 
Ho-\\ever, what seemed like 
an impossible job a few 
years ago, now looks much 
different. 

Two things .have hap 
poned in the case of Ameri¬ 
can Smelting and Refining 
Company. One, the demand 
for the metals the company 
produces is vcr>- high both 
in the United Stales and 
worldwide. Two, pollution 
control regulations have re¬ 
duced the capacity of the 
industry. The.'^e two things 
— a high demand and a 
shortage — have produced a 
substantial increase in the 
price of the metals the com¬ 
pany .sells. This is helping 
to provide the funds to 
make is .possible for the 
company to bring new facili¬ 
ties into use which more 
than meet pollution regula¬ 
tion. Tliis is also enabling 
the company to make a bet¬ 
ter profit. 

It is always well to keep 
in mi.nd that when a prob¬ 
lem arises for a company, 
that id'oesn’t mean it won’t 
solve it. In mo.st cases, com¬ 
panies solve their prcblem.s 
and go on to be better than 
they were.

The People Must Know

The news says many buyers of gold arc being gypped, 
espor'ially buyers in the $2000 class^ The assaying costs, 
brokerage and other factors wipe out expected gains. I 
haven’t bought any gold and know very little about money 
speculation, but it pux.zles mo to hear people say how 
much gold has gone up. As I see it gold has not gone 
up. What makes it seems so is that the value of money 
used to buy gold has gone down. 

The American Civil Liberties Union has filed a law¬ 
suit to stop the law enforcement agencies from compiling 
and maintaining a list of potentially "dangerous” juve¬ 
niles who are believc'd to be capable of all kinds of violent 
orimo. 

I suppose the reason the list is needed is to give offi¬ 
cers clues on whom to look for if such crimes as arson, 
robbi'ry, rape, mugging and murder are committed and to 
have a file on the members of known criminal gangs en¬ 
gaged in this lawlessness. 

But the ACLU seems to have overlooked another great 
bet to get more headlines. I wonder why they don t file 
a suit to bar the FBI from compiling a list of die Ciipes 
gang leaders or mafia leaders of organized crime. Jus 
think of the air time and newspaper space this law suit

enterprising group just might organize under the name o 
American Criminal Liberties Union and file suits to alwl sh 
all criminal law enforcement A marvelous slogan for this 
kind of an organization could he “Crime Begins At ge

no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger to try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of mariliuana is illegal under 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
the possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest. 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convinced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users maybe the 
first step to experimenting w'ith LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more tlian a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everytliing about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the 
“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today tliat pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about.

Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk 
to your son and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. You read that 
college, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope—do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
roach, head-words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do-that’s their side of tlie generation gap. B ut not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect. It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s heard of from 
his friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angry—it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on” as 
to assume he doesn’t. Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
shows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with very little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories of no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of the marihuana 
(which varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has been 
proven conclusively about specific effects of mariliuana 
on the min d and body. This does not mean there are
